Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 22-27 and 29-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 22, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including the third pitch of repeating is 
narrower than the first pitch of repeating. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including the second pitch of repeating is 
narrower than the first pitch of repeating.
